and recommended about 1-3 to 
1-2 pound of edible portion of 
fish per person as adequate ser- 
vings. A pound per person was 
recommended as adequate If 


whole fish were purchased. 


Reference was made tn a dis- 


play borrowed from A&P Gro- 
cery of the variety of fish pro- 
ducts now available to the con- 
sumer. 
The homemakers were advised 


to chill fish after catching and 
freeze promptly since stale odors 
and flavors develop rapidly if 
held at warm temperatures and 
fish deteriorates quickly. Frozen 
fish dry out easily and special 
care was encouraged in pack- 
aging.

sive backs are the bigger, less 
speedy men with the essential 
attribute of a long, accurate 
up field kick.

The top of the swing gen- 


erally goes unnoticed because 
it is in motion and only lasts 
for a fraction of a second. 
However, it is as important as 
the rest of the swing and de- 
serves equal consideration. 


I use this phase of the 


swing for a double checkpoint. 
It is an excellent indication of 
how the backswing was ex- 
ecuted and if you are still in 
balance and ready to start the 
downswing. 


First, let's check and see 


what a properly 
executed 


backswing results in at the 
top of the swing. The hands 
are carried high at approxi- 
mately a 45-degree angle be- 
tween the head and right 
shoulder with the left arm 
fully extended. You should 
feel as though you are a 
waiter carrying a tray over 
your shoulder in your right 
hand with the right palm 
turned skyward. 
The other 


areas to be checked are the 
shoulders and the hips. 


The shoulders are 
fully 


turned under the chin in a 
vertical move—this is very 
important because there is a 
tendency for them to move in 
a circular or horizontal way if 
not checked. As for the hips, 
at the top they are fully turn- 
ed 180 degrees away from the 
target—no lateral movement 
at all. 


The weieht is shifted slight- 


ly to the right on the inside 
of the right foot. The left heel 
has raised only a bit off the 
ground and the left knee is 
turned in to the right very 
lightly. 


These positions can vary 


with each individual accord- 
ing to his size and feeling of 
comfort.
